Bears Wsif Furnish Opposition 

A lot of pad-popping and some exciting football should take place this 
evening when the Fort Hays State College Tigers meet the Colorado State Col- 
lege Bears, FHS will be seeking its second win in three starts and CSC is shoot- 
ing for its second consecutive victory. 

The Bears opened the new season last week in fine fashion with a 34-7 
romp over Fort Lewis College at Durango. CSC plays two on the road before 
opening at Greeley Oct. 5 against Colorado Mines. 

FHS, after an excellent 33-21 season-opening win over Northwestern 
Oklahoma State College here in Lewis Field Stadium, fell victim to Kearney 
(Neb.) State College 29-10 last Saturday at Kearney. 

CSC comes in with three wins over FHS in the five-game series. The 
Tigers have beaten the Bears only once and that 34-0 victory came in 1966 
from the co-CIC championship Bengal squad. Last year CSC slipped by the Ti- 
gers 10-7 at Greeley. 

Coach Bob Blasi's Bears have become a permanent fixture on the Tiger 
grid slate now that FHS has joined the new Rocky Mountain Athletic Confer- 
ence. 


Last year's Bear squad posted a 6-2-1 season mark and better things are 
possibly in the making this fall. Some of the top people to watch include Quar- 
terback Mike Pedersen; defensive end Tom Voake; linebacker Randy Thomp- 
son; safety Jack O'Brien; end Gary Bell; and center Ron Klatt, 

On the home front the Tigers should be up and ready for the Bear in- 
vasion. They will be out to prove last week's loss was "one of those things" and 
that they are not ready to be counted out. The Tigers know that a win this eve- 
ning coufd be the start of something good — namely a move toward a winning 
season; a run for the final CIC football title; and a notice to other RMAC mem- 
bers that FHS is a team to be reckoned with in the future. 


Next Week . . . 

Next week's opponent will be the 
Bearcats from Northwest Missouri 
State College in the renewal of an old 
rivalry between the Missourians and 
the For; Hays State College Tigers. 

The last time these two institutions 
collided, Wayne McConnell's Tigers 
rolled up a 29-7 victory at Maryville, 
home of the Bearcats. FHS had a great 
night in the total yardage category as 
the Tigers chalked up 445 yards on 
the ground and in the air. Defensive- 
ly the Bengals held NWM to a lev/ of 
194 yards. 

Senior fullback Rich Dreiling had 
a great night at Maryville racking up 
155 yards rushing, including a 48- 
yard touchdown sprint. He scored an- 
other tally on a seven-yard run. An- 
other Tiger in action tonight also got 
on J ne NWM scoreboard. Ken Cay- 
wood, running from a halfback spot, 
romped 15 yards for a score. 

FHS and NWM have met 15 times 
i i football \v ; th the Tigers winning 
line of those contests and NWM five. 
A tie came in 1963. The first game be- 
tween the two institutions was in 1950 
with FHS winning 21-14. 

NWM lost some of its top 'Cats 
from last year's 3-6-0 squad including 
the top two quarterbacks; an all-con- 
ference fuliback; and an all-confer- 
ence guard.

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A Look at the Tiger Stat Book 

With one record already in the books and several others evident, Fort 
Hays State's Tiger football machine shoots for its second win of the young 
season tonight. 

The new mark in the book is Ralph Arias' 41-yard fiold goal kick He 
erased the old 39-yarder booted by Don Schrock against Northwest Missouri 
State in 1961. And if he continues his present pace (three field goals in two 
games) he may set an all-time high for a season. 

Close to a new mark is Tiger fullback Rich Dreiling. The talented runner 
needs only 63 yard$ tonight or this season to become the leading all-time rush- 
er In the Tiger record books. He has rushed for 2,396 yards in his career in- 
cluding two games this season. If and when he gets he 63 yards he will erase 
Bob Johnson's (Tiger star quarterback, 1963-66) mark o* 2,458 career rushing 
yards. 

Dreiling also needs 70 more carries during the course of this season to 
erase another of Johnson's old marks (581 rushing attempts). 

On the Tiger stat charts after two games FHS is almost neck-and-neck 
with the opposition in the rushing department. The opposition is averaging 
162,5 yards per game white the Tigers are lugging the ball at a 160.5 yards 
per game dip. 

In the passing department however, the opposition is averaging 188 
yards per game while the Tigers are gliding through the airways at an 84.5 
yards per game average. 

For total offense output FHS is averaging 245.1 yards per contest while 
the opponents are racking up 350,5 yards per game. 

On the individual charts Dreiling leads all rushers with 218 yards in 36 
carries for an average of 6.1 yards per carry. Jerry Harrison has 101 yards on 
31 carries for an average of 3.3 yards a haul. 

John Covington leads the passing department with 10 of 26 for 141 
yards and three touchdowns. He also doubles as the Tiger punter and is aver- 
aging 37.7 yards a kick after 14 boots. 

In the pass receiving department, end Dennis Spratt leads with eight 
catches for 93 yards and two touchdowns. Ken Caywood, slotback, has hauled 
in four tosses for 76 yards and one touchdown. 

Arias leads the scoring by virtue of his three field goals and four of five 
extra point kicks. Spratt has two TD's and Dreiling, Caywood and Steve Seirer 
each have one.

Head football coach Wayne J. McConnell is 
starting his 13th year at Fort Hays State this fall. 

At FH$, his teams have logged a record of 
47 wins, 53 losses and four ties. Last year's Ti- 
gers were 3-5 on the campaign. His 1957, 1958 
and 1961 teams finished right on the .500 mark, 
the record in 1962 was 6-2-1, in 1964 was 5-4, 
in 1965—6-3 and in 1966, a highly successful 
7-2 + 

Prior to coming to FH5, he coached six years 
at College of Emporia where his 1951, 1953, 
1954 and 1955 teams were undefeated in regu- 
lar season action. In 1953, McConnell was named 
Little All-American Coach of the Year bv the 
Rockne Foundation. 

He also coached high school at Effingham 
{three years), Gaylord (one year). Downs (two 
years) and Manhattan (one year) after his service 
stint. His 24-year record stands at 113 victories, 
74 losses and seven ties. 

Mac earned a bachelor's degree at Wash- 
burn University in 1934 and was a social welfare 
worker in Topeka until he joined the Army in 
1941. 

Wayne earned his Master's at Emporia State 
in 1954 and is an associate professor of physical 
education on the FHS faculty.
